7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen 

to    appoint   all    other   Town    Officers   as   re- 
quired by  law. 

8.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 

essary for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nee- 


essary  for  Old  Age,  Blind,  and  Disability 
Assistan(?e    for;   the    year    ensuing.

SiiperirMteiidertt''s  Eeport 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  School 
District  of  Columbia. 

Introduction 

A  year  ago  at  this  time  the  attention  of  many  of  us 
was  focused  upon  the  developments  taking  place  in  the 
General  Court  which  had  to  do  with  education.  On  the 
one  side  was  the  possible  passage  of  several  proposed 
measures  which  was  going  to  aft'ect  quite  markedly  the 
administration  of  our  schools  as  well  as  substantially  in- 
crease the  cost  of  their  operation.  On  the  other  side  was 
the  possible  relief,  to  some  extent,  of  the  tax  burden  on 
the  property  owner  through  increasing"  by  some  means 
the  iinancial  support  to  the  local  school  districts  from  the 
State  level. 

A\'ith  the  legislative  session  now  over,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  action  taken  by  our  lawmakers  reveals  that 
education  fared  surprisingh'  well.  Such  provisions  as  in- 
creasing the  borrowing  capacity  to  finance  urgently 
needed  building  programs  to  provide  for  larger  enroll- 
ments, and  for  help  from  the  State  in  the  retirement  of 
the  bonds  issued  for  this  purpose,  will  be  of  great  assist- 
ance in  meeting  mounting  constructional  costs.  And  the 
increase  in  the  amount  of  funds  made  available  from  the 
State  level  for  general  aid  to  the  local  districts,  also, 
together  with  the  greatly  improved  formula  used  in  deter- 
mining their  distribution,  is  going  to  help  very  mate- 
rially in  maintaining  high  educational  standards. 

Teachers 

With  the  shortage  of  teachers  becoming  more  acute 
yearly,  we  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  veteran  teach- 
ers in  all  positions.  Mrs  Florence  B.  Hughes  teaches 
at  the  Church  School,  Grades  1-4;  Mrs  Myra  A.  Hol- 
brook  teaches  at  the  Grand  Division  School,  Grades 
5-8 ;  and  Mrs  Mary  E.  Gray  teaches  at  the  Cone  School 
Grades  1-4. 

School  Nurse — Health 

With  the  additional  services  being  rendered  each  sue- 


cessive  year  to  help  pupils  more  efficiently  maintain  that 
state  of  good  health  so  essential  to  a  happy  and  successful 
overall  school  life,  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the 
work  done  by  our  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Ethel  S.  Sturgis, 
becomes  more  and  more  apparent.  As  is  known,  polio 
immunizations  have  been  given  to  the  primary  grades  and 
are  now  available  to  all  children,  ages  1-15  inclusive,  as 
well  as  for  pregnant  mothers  at  school  clinics.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made,  also,  to  give  a  complete  physical 
examination  to  every  pupil  every  four  years  in  addition  to 
the  one  now  received  at  the  pre-school  clinic. 

AVith  the  fine  response  received  from  parents  and 
pupils  to  the  advantages  of  the  dental  clinic  conducted 
over  a  period  of  many  years  at  Dr.  Dickson's,  it  is  regret- 
table that  due  to  the  increased  cost  Avith  the  change  in 
offtces  it  seemed  best  to  discontinue  this  important  work. 
It  is  hoped  very  much  that  something  may  be  worked  out 
whereby  this  valuable  service  may  be  resumed. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

Thanks  to  the  recent  major  improvements  made  at 
the  Cone  and  Church  School  Buildings,  and  the  con- 
tinued policy  of  providing  facilities  conducive  to  the 
efficient  operation  of  the  school,  relatively  little  repair 
and  maintenance  work  has  been  necessary  during  the 
past  year.  Of  note,  was  the  installation  of  the  new 
swing  units  at  the  latter  school,  which  aid  very  mat- 
erially in  conducting  playground  activities. 

As  is  generally  known,  in  accordance  with  the  action 
taken  at  the  last  annual  district  meeting,  the  Union 
School  Property  has  been  sold.  The  sale  of  the  Valley 
School  Building,  however,  has  not  been  made,  as  no 
information  has  been  received  as  yet  from  the  State 
Highway  Department  as  to  just  where  the  new  road 
will  be  constructed  in  that  vicinity  and  when  the  work 
will  be  done. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  enrollment  in  the  schools  within  the  district 
continues  to  decrease.  At  the  present  time  it  is  only 
49  as  compared  to  that  of  66,  73,  77,  81  and  88  for  the 
previous  five  successive  years.  As  is  known,  the  clos- 
ing of  schools  and  the  sending  of  the  pupils  who  were 
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formerly  enrolled  in  them  to  schools  outside  the  dis- 
trict explain,  for  the  most  part,  the  marked  drop  in 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  over  this  period  of  time. 
The  average  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  past 
year  was  94.30  and  the  average  number  of  tardinesses 
per  pupil  was  .13.  A  breakdown  of  these  data  for  the 
respective  schools  may  be  found  in  a  tabulation  print- 
ed on  subsequent  pages  in  this  report. 

In  contrast  to  the  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  in  the  district,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  enrolled  outside  continues  to  increase.  At 
the  time  of  this  writing  30  high  and  25  elementary 
tuition  pupils  are  attending  these  outside  schools  in 
contrast  to  26  and  23  last  year  and  20  and  11  the  pre- 
vious year  at  these  respective  levels.  Of  the  present 
number  29  are  enrolled  at  Colebrook  Academy,  23  at 
Colebrook  Elementary  School,  1  at  Stratford  High 
School  and  2  at  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation 
Center. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

The  School  Board's  Budget  for  1956-57  is  $29471.00 
as  compared  to  $29165.00  for  the  current  school  year. 
This  amount  is  reduced  by  an  estimated  income  of 
$10000.00  which  leaves  a  balance  of  $19471.00  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.  This  last  amount  in  turn 
as  was  true  for  the  present  year,  is  appreciably  less 
than  it  has  been  in  past  years,  thanks  to  the  marked 
increase  in  the  amount  received  from  the  State  under 
the  new  formula.  For  the  most  part  the  slight  increase 
in  the  budget  is  explained  by  provision  for  an  increase 
in  salaries. 

Conclusion 

May  I  again  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  school  board,  parents,  teachers,  and  citi- 
zens for  all  the  help  and  cooperation  received  in  our  work 
together  to  provide  good  schools.
